In regard to claim 7, the closest prior art of record, Okano et al. (JP 06-131681) 
fails to teach or suggest: moving a second optical pickup to the position, or the vicinity of 
the position, of the first optical pickup that was detected, and detecting the tilt of the 
optical disk on the side of the second optical pickup, and adjusting the tilt of a laser light 
axis from the first optical pickup in accordance with the tilt of the optical disk that was 
detected. 

Claims 2-6 & 8 are dependent upon allowable claims 1 and 7.
